Responsible Government. 

To the ganuino political demagogue a 
political greviauco is essential, It ia 
as bis life, — tlio air he breaihe8,tlio food 
ho lives od, He cau no more exist with- 
out it than *Pat' can without an oc- 
casional fight. Without it be is as a 
fish out of water. There was something 
truly ludicrious about tbe convulsive 
efforts of tbe member for Victoria Dis- 
trict to muuufucturo a griovance oat of 
the time and inanuor in which it is pro> 
posed to introdueo Responsible Govern 
mont into this Colony. Wo invito a 
calm and dispassionate view of the ques- 
tion at issue. It will be remembered 
that, in his opening speech, the Gover- 
nor distinctly stated that if tho Council 
should bo deliberately or opinion 
that tho introduction of Responsible 
Government should not be longer delay 
ed ho would, 'after the adoption of the 
proposed terms of Union with Canada 
ho prepared to introduce for your (the 
Council's) consideration a Bill to enlarge 
the nurpbor of popular representa.ives, 
excluding nominated menbors from the 
Council, so as to onuble a now legisla- 
tive body and tho form of administration 
known us Responsible Government to 
come ituo operation at tho first session 
of the Legislature subsequent to Onion.' 
In commenting upon those words wo 
vontured to suy that without any dis- 
position to play upon tho word • sim- 
ultaneous' we believed the course sug- 
gested by His Excellency would meet 
every reasonable expectation ; and we 
havo seen no reason to change or in the 
least dogroe modify tho opinion then 
expressed. It will doubtless he remem- 
bered that during the grout debate ol 
last session upon this question there 
were two distinct propositions put for- 
ward by tbe Government members and 
the people's representatives respective- 
ly. Tne proposition of tbe Government 
wus that the Colony should retain it* 
existing constitution on onteiius; tne 
Dominion, and that any chungo therein 
should bo fought under the provisions 
of the British North America Act 
1S6'7 Tlio counter proposition put for- 
ward by tho representative section ol 
the Council was to the effect that Union 
aud Responsible Government should be 
simultaneous. It will aid the reader in 
following us to the conclusion at which 
we wish to arrive if wo remind him of 
some of the grounds upon which the lat- 
ter proposition was bused. It was argued 
that the Pacific Province would take a 
lulee status by legislating at as a 
member of tbe Dominion with o partly 
nominated House and with a Govern- 
ment whoso members did not hold seats 
in that House and who wou d not hold 
thoir positions subject to the will o! 
tho peoplei D was urged that tho cir- 
-cumstanee of surrendering tho larger 
questions of legislation to the Federal 
Parliament incro«sed the right and ne- 
cessity of the colonists to havo tbe lull 
management of their local affairs, Bai 
tbe chief argument urged against the 
Government proposition was tins: 
With a House so constituted, the Gov- 
ernment members aud such ot the re, 
presentative members as Ibey might 
BUcieed in attracting to their Bide 
would, in all probabiliy, ho enabl 
ed to defeat at y attempt t 
change the eonstitution to ono of 
responsibility, and thus the inaugura- 
tion of Responsible Government might 
bo delayed for years. It will bo seen 
that the proposition now made by the 
Government meets these grounds of 
objection, and especially the last and 
most important one. It that proposition 
aoes not, in the technical sense, mean 
tbe simultaneous introduction ol Respon- 
sible Government, it practically means 
that, and to a great extent meets tho 
demands made by tho popular members 
last session. It proposes that the Col- 
ony shall, on entering the Dominion , 
loa'vu its six by-nine constitution behind, 
End that oi»e ul tbe first duties ol tbe 
Lieutenant Governor will lie to order ti 
general election under the now cotistitti» 
tion, and call together a House wholly 
couipoi-ed ot elected members, out ol 
which to coustruot a Government who.-e 
members shall be directly reBpou»iblo 
10 the people. Thus all the reasonable 
expectations of tho country will bo fully 
nibt o:i this question. Tho present 
Legislature will virtually cease and deter- 
mined tho day Confederation ulcus placo, 
and the Executive Government will only 
bold place until its Responsible succes- 
sor is ready to receive the trust Ircm its 
hands. What mure can tho people 
desiro ? Tlioy do not du.-iro moro; and 
tho Hon. the Ciuot Commissioner 
spoke truly when fie said that 
upon tins question the Government 
represented the views of ilia people more 
oorreoily thun did i!ie member lor Victoria 
District. What that member ia clumoriog 
lor is noil) unreasonable anil impracticable, 
In ' lie first place, it.uro id nol sufficient tiuiu 
to carry out iiia sob e me. In ibo leoood 
place, it cannot be carried out without the 
cuucurieuce of Her Majesty's Government, 
Brill it ia peifuctly certain (tut thai Uovem- 
inenl will incur in no Lather cbaoge ol tlio 
constitution until ur.ion shall have taken 
place. In tlio third place, to attempt to 
carry it out would involve eoulusiou in the 
departments, and (be public seivica would 
sutler. VVu led perfectly satisfied that lbs 
Government pioposiiion will oommeod itielf 
to the «oo i Benae ol the colonials aud that 
no Boction of tho community will in the 
■lightest degree sympatbisd with tho mem- 
bet for Victoria District in Lib inordinate 
CBKorneBH to preinuturuly grasp the reigiifl 
of government. Tho reader wdl remenabei 
tola mott", 'To the victors belong the spoils,'
